10 THINGS YOU MIGHT NOT KNOW ABOUT DICK CLARK

Dick Clark, the TV impresario and host 
of the ‘American Bandstand” show whose 
permanently boyish looks earned him the 
nickname “the oldest living teenager,” 
died Wednesday at 82. 

He died of a heart attack, according to 
reports. In 2004, Clark suffered a stroke 


that impaired his speech and movement. 

In the late 1950s and early 1960s, 
‘American Bandstand” had an effect 
on popular culture on par with today’s 
‘American Idol.” 

Local Philadelphia-area teens who 
danced on the program became national 
celebrities; songs they said had “a good 


beat” during the “Rate-a-Record” seg- 
ment shot up the pop charts. 

“He pretty much invented teenagers as 
a social unit, and when he plugged a song 
on ‘Bandstand,’ the record was more than 
likely to go gold,” People magazine wrote 
in 1989. Here are 10 things you might not 
know about Clark. 




Three-peat 

At one point in the 1980s, Clark was host- 
ing shows on all three major networks and was 
in syndication. 

Crowd pleaser 

Clark bristled when critics attacked the 
low-brow appeal of his 1980s specials such 
as “Hollywood’s Private Home Movies” and 
“Superstars and Their Moms.” He always main- 
tained that his job was to give viewers what 
they want. 

Payola 

Clark’s squeaky-clean image received 
a blemish in 1959 when the U.S. government 
investigated a possible conflict of interest be- 
tween his broadcasting career and his invest- 
ments in publishing and recording companies. 
He was forced to testify before Congress during 
its probe into payola, the then-widespread practice 
of paying disc jockeys to play songs. 


The stroke 

After watching Clark ring in the New 
Year for more than 30 years, viewers were 
stunned in December 2004 when a stroke 
forced him to miss the annual telecast. A 
year later, Clark was back on the air, count- 
ing down to 2006 as the ball dropped in 
Times Square. 


Dress codes 

Clark’s clean-cut appearance and strict dress 
code for “Bandstand’-jackets and ties for boys, skirts 
and no tight tops for girls-helped make rock ‘n’ roll 
music acceptable to middle America. 


Civil rights 

His insistence on allowing black couples to 
dance alongside whites gave U.S. viewers one of the 
first mainstream images of ethnic diversity. 


Mic man 

During the show’s 30-year run on ABC, 
Clark interviewed more than 10,000 guests and 
showcased artists from Chuck Berry, Jerry Lee 
Lewis and Chubby Checker to the Doors, Madonna 
and Prince. 


D His New Year’s telecast 

Via email, he told the New York Times 
before what would be his final New Year’s 
celebration at the dawn of 2012 that for 
many viewers, it’s “comforting to see a famil- 
iar face who has been there for the past 40 
years.” 

D Trophy case 

Among many awards during a half- 
century on the air, Clark was inducted into 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and the 
Academy of Television Arts & Sciences Hall 
of Fame. He was given a Daytime Emmy 
Lifetime Achievement Award in 1994 in addi- 
tion to four other Emmys. 

Cuse! 

Clark attended Syracuse University, 
where he worked as a disc jockey and news- 
caster at the campus radio station. He also 
landed a job at WOLF, a Syracuse station, 
hosting a country music show.

It’s no secret that neighborhood taverns in Chicago are 
a dying breed. Licensing can be nearly impos- 
sible, neighbors can be hesitant to support 
a new tavern on their block and dry 
wards and liquor moratoriums can 
complicate the process. 

But for the few that remain 
open— the ones that look like houses 
with illuminated signs in the dis- 
tance, the ones that still give out free 
snacks and stock Old Milwaukee— 
crowds remain loyal, with many 20- and 
30-somethings adopting them as their own. 

Recently a few bar owners have begun taking over older 
spots and re-imagining them for a younger clientele. In 
North Center, new-ish bar The Green Lady makes the 
most of its decades-old space by trying to attract people 


from just a few blocks away Bars such as Bonny’s and 
Scofflaw in Logan Square andTuman’s in Ukrainian Village 
have worked to appeal to crowds nearby by keeping 
prices low and adding extras such as DJ nights. 
While some may not see the difference 
between a neighborhood tavern and 
just-another-dive, we define a neighbor- 
hood bar as one that is on a primarily 
residential stretch of road. Typically 
on a corner. No food (unless you bring 
it). Rarely a destination spot for those 
outside the neighborhood. 

With these characteristics in mind, we 
spent three nights with three neighborhood 
tavern devotees— a trio who work daily in the neighbor- 
hood bar scene and picked spots based on their authen- 
ticity— to see what’s happening in these off-the-beaten-

Mayor Emanuel's controversial speed-camera 
ordinance that would ding violators with tick- 
ets of up to Sioo won City Council approval 
Wednesday 

ITie 33-14 vote came after the mayor made 
changes to the camera plan in an effort to 
build support among aldermen leery of back- 
ing a package that some of their constituents 
view as a cash grab by the city. 

Emanuel scaled back the times the city 
could operate cameras near schools and parks 
to fewer hours than allowed by the state law, 
which he pushed through the Capitol last fall. 

Mindful of the fines associated with the 
speed camera ticket s, aldermen sought to 
portray the issue as about saving children. 

"Who would say it wasrit worth it if it saves 
one life?” asked Aid. Richard Mell (33) , who 
told a story about getting a red-light camera 
ticket. 

"This camera ordinance will bring a lot of 
safety to Chicago, our communities,” said 
Aid. Ray Suarez (31). 

Aid. James Balcer (11) spoke with emotion, 
describing how he "was hit by a car and al- 
most killed” in 1958 when he was 8 years old. 
"I still see the bumper of the car hitting me, 
the pipes passing over me, trying to get up, 
falling into the man’s arms,” he said. "It was a 
traumatic experience in my life. 

“The safety cameras are good. The/re good 
for our communities. They will save lives, not 
only of our children, but the elderly the dis- 
abled, the infirm. ... If people don’t want a 
ticket, obey the law Drive the speed limit.” 

The Tribune reported last month that the 
research used by the Emanuel administra- 
tion to push the speed-camera ordinance was 


error-ridden. 

Presented with that conclusion last month, 
the Emanuel administration week reversed 
course and said its initial statistical summary 
was error-ridden and shouldn’t have been pro- 
vided in the first place. 


Last week, the mayor tweaked the ordi- 
nance, reducing the fine for driving 6 to 10 
mph over the limit in a speed camera zone 
from $50 to $35. The fine for going 11 mph or 
more over the limit will be $100.

Englewood and North Lawndale each saw two 
homicides in the past week, a RedEye analysis 
of preliminary police data found. 

In Englewood, a 28-year-old man was shot 
to death Sunday in the 5800 block of South 
Shields Avenue, police said. One day earlier, a 
2-year-old girl was beaten to death in the 5500 
block of South Emerald Avenue, police said. 

Englewood has recorded six homicides so 
far this year. The South Side community area 
logged 27 homicides last year, RedEye data 
shows. 

Meanwhile, in North Lawndale, a 23-year-old 
man was fatally shot Sunday in the 1300 block 
of South Springfield Avenue, police said. One 
day earlier, a 21-year-old woman was shot to 
death in the 3900 block of West 19th Street, of- 
ficials said. 

North Lawndale has recorded seven homi- 
cides so far this year. The West Side com- 
munity area logged 14 homicides last year, 



according to RedEye 
data. 

Citywide, gunshot homi- 
cides were recorded in the last week in Austin, 
East Garfield Park, Grand Boulevard, Roseland, 
Washington Heights, West Englewood, 

West Garfield Park and Woodlawn, RedEye 
determined. 

Twenty-three homicides have been record- 
ed so far this month. Thirty homicides were 
logged in April 2011, according to RedEye data.

Cop suspended over dog attack at beach

The owner of a small dog mauled to death 
by a pitbull at Montrose Beach says she was 
outraged to discover the pitbull’s owner is a 
Chicago police officer— and angry that the 
department has so far refused to release his 
name. 

“I was shocked that he was a cop and he 
displayed this sort of behavior of not taking 
responsibility” Audrey Fisher said Wednes- 
day morning, a day after the officer was sus- 
pended while the department investigates 
last month’s attack. 

“I wanted him to stop and talk to us ... and 


he just wouldn’t,” Fisher said. 

“He was unremorseful. He didn’t have any 
remorse, he thought it was funny All he cared 
about was how he was going to get out of that 
beach.” 

Witnesses say the off-duty officer’s pitbull 
attacked Willy, a 2-year-old Pomeranian/Pa- 
pillon mix, as the small dog played with a pink 
ball on the beach March 17. Willy died three 
days later. 

The officer eventually informed the de- 
partment of his involvement in the incident 
and has been relieved of his police powers, 
pending the outcome of an investigation.

Afghani corpse photos spark outrage 


D KABUL, Afghanistan Photos showing 
American servicemen posing for mock- 
ing trophy shots with the bodies of Afghan 
suicide bombers drew expressions of revulsion 
from Afghans after the pictures’ publication 
Wednesday in the Los Angeles Times. 

Initial public reaction was muted, however, 
in part because many ordinary Afghans, espe- 
cially those living in rural parts of the coun- 
try, do not have access to the Internet to view 
the images. The country’s main evening news 
broadcasts did not show the photos. 

The graphic pictures represented the latest 
in a series of damaging incidents and disclo- 
sures involving American troops in Afghani- 
stan, which have come in close succession 
since the start of the year. Video that surfaced 
in January showed U.S. troops urinating on the 
dead bodies of Taliban combatants. The fol- 


lowing month saw the burning of Qurans at 
an American-run military base, and in March, 
a U.S. Army sergeant was charged in a deadly 
shooting rampage outside his base in Kanda- 
har province, more than half of whose 17 vic- 
tims were children. 

The Quran-burning, which American of- 
ficials said was inadvertent, triggered nearly 
a week of deadly riots that broke out hours 
after the action came to light, leaving more 
than 30 people dead, including four U.S. ser- 
vice members. But Afghans interviewed about 
the scenes shown in the photographs seemed 
more disgusted and saddened than furiously 
indignant. 

The fact that the photos in question were 
taken two years ago did little to blunt the dis- 
dain. “Nothing has changed since then, and 
nothing will,” said Farhad Mohammad, a mer-

The gloves are off— 
a lot— during the NHL 
playoffs, but ratings 
are skyrocketing

With the Stanley Cop playoffs looking more 
and more like a scene from “The Hunger 
Games,” the NT IL finds itself walking a tight- 
rope, balancing soaring TV ratings against 
player safety. 

A particularly nasty opening round has left 
some hockey fans cringing but far more have 
been mesmerized by the early action under- 
scored by plenty of fights and vicious hits. 

Indications arc the NHL has a smash hit on 
its hands. 

Three playoff games on NBC last weekend 
ave raged a 50 pe rce nt increase compared wit h 
last year’s coverage while Canada's all-sports 
network TSN reported a 56 percent jump in 
year-over-year viewership. 

The intrastate showdown between bit- 
ter rivals Pittsburgh and Philadelphia has 
grabbed the most attention, with Sunday’s 
Game 3 posting the best ratings for any NT II. 
playoff game, excluding the Stanley Cup Fi- 
nal, in a decade. 

A number of factors, from spicy matchups 
to large or hockey-mad markets, could be 
contributing to the higher ratings. But it is 
the violent, ill-tempered play that again has 
the NHL in the spotlight and on the defen- 
sive. 

For two years, the NHL has labored to 
clean up its image and tone down the violence 
that nearly sparked a sponsors revolt last sea- 
son. 

The league has gradually introduced tough- 
er rules and sanctions and promised to stay 
the course during the playoffs but was slow to 
rein in the escalating mayhem that has been a 
ratings winner but threatening to undo many 
of the gains made in the area of player safety. 

“It’s critical that they [league officials] 
strike a balance between what fans may want, 
which is a combination of high-energy quality 
of play and serious hitting, but fits within the 
boundaries of the game,” said David Carter, 
executive director of the USC Sports Busi- 
ness Institute. “They have to manage it very 
delicately against their business interests, 
medical interests and corporate America. 

“The violence might drive TV ratings, but it 
is also the fallout from the fighting that might 
compromise their business relationship.” 

Until the playoffs began, concussions and 
player safety had been at the top of the NHLs 
agenda. 

But the playoffs have seen the game slip 
back into what traditionalists like to call “old-

time” hockey, with rugged, physical play de- 
scending into a steady stream of ugly elbows 
and injured players. 

Officiating is more relaxed in the playoffs 
and there have been quite a few players willing 
to test the boundaries since Nashville defen- 
seman Shea Weber escaped with a minor fine 
after slamming the face of Detroit’s Henrik 
Zetterberg into the glass. 

As criticism mounts, NHL disciplinarian 
Brendan Shanahan has taken a harder line, 
slapping Phoenix’s Raffi Torres with an in- 
definite ban, Pittsburgh’s Arron Asham with a 
four-game suspension and Blackhawks young 
gun Adam Shaw and the New York Rangers’ 
Carl Hagelin with three-game bans. 

The Pittsburgh-Philadelphia series, which 
the Flyers lead 3-1, has been particularly nasty, 
with Game 3 ending with 158 minutes in pen- 
alties and several players facing suspensions. 

The underlying message has been that 
teams have lost faith in the league’s ability 
to enforce the rules and will dispense justice 
themselves on ice. 

“If Pm the NHL, I have to be vigilant about 
having a consistent set of rules not for just 
what happens during the regular season but 
how you deal with players in the postseason,” 
Carter said. 

“If you don’t have that consistency it 
doesn’t help you with sponsors, with fans and 
certainly doesn’t help you with the media.” 

With disturbing scenes like Marian Hossa 
being wheeled off the ice on a stretcher Tues- 
day after a vicious hit in Game 3 from Torres, 
more suspensions are likely to follow as the 
league tries to regain control. 

But NHL officials will be no less aware that 
it is the physical element that has largely put 
the playoffs on the radar of American sports 
fans. 

“Television ratings are up, but you just have 
to be real careful; you want to draw fans in 
with a style of play that is exciting but does 
not cross that line,” Paul Swangard, managing 
director of the University of Oregon’s Warsaw 
Sports Marketing Center, told Reuters. 

“This is their {league officials’] version of 
a car crash and there are enough people out 
there who will start paying attention to a 
sport because of that physicality 

“But if the bulk of coverage after a game is 
how many players are getting knocked out, 
that is going to have a long-term negative im- 
pact.”

Fire hoping forward can 
provide some scoring punch 

Chris Rolfe still was feeling some jet lag but otherwise 
felt well after his first official Fire practice Wednesday; 

“I probably have to work on my endurance a little 
bit,” the 29 -year-old forward said. “I still have my 
quick steps and quick feet, but I got tired.” 

Rolfe played six seasons for the Fire before heading 
to Denmark in 2009. A return to Chicago wasn’t even 
on the horizon a week ago. Then came a whirlwind 
round of negotiations that ended with the free-agent 
forward out of Dayton back in his first professional 
soccer home. 

“I signed the official papers {Sunday},” he said. 
“There were some teams {in Europe] that were inter- 
ested, but I talked to my agent and my family {and we 
decided coming to Chicago] would be the best choice. 

“Just driving in and seeing the stadium, I got butter- 
flies.” 

He will be available for Saturday’s MLS match in 
Toronto. 

Fire coach Frank Klopas wouldn’t say if Rolfe would 
play but he’s certainly happy to have a versatile player 
with a nose for the net. 

“He has played out wide, he played left and right 
midfield in Denmark, he has played on top, he has 
played the second forward {or} behind two strikers,” 
Klopas said. “He has the flexibility to play different 
spots. And he’s very good around the goal. When he 
gets chances, he’s a guy who finishes.” 

Rolfe has scored 40 goals in 149 MLS and other 
games for the Fire before moving to Europe and Dan- 
ish team Aalborg BK.

Defender Arne Friedrich made his MLS debut in one of the most bizarre games 
in Fire history, with two lightning delays, an end in the 66th minute and a 1-1 tie 
Sunday against the visiting Flouston Dynamo. “It was crazy because of the breaks,” 
he said. “In Europe it’s a little different, we would have played the whole 90 min- 
utes. ... I’ve played 12 years as a professional and I’ve never had this [and] we had 
lightning also. But safety is first and that [was] the best decision.”

When you’re a 
young British actor 
starring in two hit 
series at once, even a 
visit to the U.S. isn’t 
all downtime.

King Robert at the behest of Robert’s wife, 
Cersei, who is I^anccl’s cousin— and lover. 
On Nickelodeon’s English boarding school- 
set “House of Anubis,” he plays a jokester 
named Jerome Clarke. 

Simon filmed both shows at the same 
time last year, living in Liverpool, England, 
where he shot “House.” But when he was 
needed on the set of “GOT,” he would head

to Belfast, Northern Ireland. The produc- 
tions worked their schedules so he could be 
in both shows, which they will have to do 
again later this year. Both series have been 
picked up for third seasons. 

“You have to learn to kind of switch 
off one part of your brain and turn on the 
other,” he said of playing two parts at once. 
“So that was a good learning experience, 
really They definitely couldn’t be more dif- 
ferent than they are.” 

In Sunday’s episode of “GOT,” titled 
“Garden of Bones,” Lancel crosses paths 
with yet another manipulative Lannister, 
Cersei’s brother Tyrion, and things continue 
to go badly for the newly minted knight 
as he becomes a pawn in their battle for 
power. Simon believes Lancel’s inherent 
naivete makes him susceptible to the will of 
others. 

“He’s quite a tragic figure in my mind 
because of his desire to have a romance with 
Cersei. He has an utter infatuation with 
Cersei, and I think that kind of desire is sort 
of both Lancel’s greatest strength and also 
his greatest weakness, his kind of undoing,” 


Simon said. 

“Tyrion anc [ Cersei just have such an 
opportunity to use him for their own 
ends, which, ultimately, is what ‘Game of 
Thrones’ is all about. It’s all about power 
and how you dominate that power over 
your peers.” 

That tension viewers see between the 
characters on screen couldn’t be more differ- 
ent than the atmosphere on set, Simon said, 
where Peter Dinklage, who plays Tyrion, and 
Lena Headey, who plays Cercei, were “just 
wonderful people.” The first time he met 
both actors was just before filming his first 
scenes with them, which was became a bit 
uncomfortable with Headey. 

“The first time I met her was to do my 
nude scene with her [in Season 1},” he said, 
laughing.

The pacing on the back half of the 
disc slows subtly, intentionally, beautifully 
into the opening bars of the finale, “Take Me 
With You When You Go,” but there’s no way 
Jack could leave without rocking his way out 
the backdoor.

Survey: Not all fans flock 
to superheroes' corner

Holy box-office troubles, Batman. “The 
Avengers,” not “The Dark Knight Rises,” is 
the most anticipated summer movie, accord- 
ing to a new survey of 2,000 moviegoers by 
online ticketing site Fandango. 

Earth’s Mightiest Heroes’ big-screen ad- 
venture doesn’t premiere until May 4, but 
31 percent of men surveyed tapped the Marvel 
Studios film as the movie they’re most stoked 
to see. Although that number decreases sub- 
stantially among women, 1 6 percent of female 
moviegoers said “The Avengers” was their 
most anticipated summer film. 

Fandango reports that pre-sales for “The 
Avengers” already are sizzling. The film ac- 
counted for 21 percent of tickets sold Tuesday 
on Fandango.
